Many Covinans, especially 


those who commute between 
this city and Los Angeles, have 
been asking what effect the 
car men's strike would have on 
the passenger traffic and what 
it would mean to the mail ser- 
vice, which is handled by the 
electric line. 


Discussing the prospects of a strike 


with an Argus reporter Tuesday, H. 
A. Studebaker, local agent for the 
Pacific Electric, stated that he did 
not believe the strike would mater- 
ialize. "The Pacific Electric," he 
said, "comes under a different mode 
of arbitration than the yellow lines 
in Los Angeles. Our lines are un- 
der the new federal law that places 
settlement in the hands of the na- 
tional mediation board, the P. E. 
coming under the same heading as 
the steam roads because of its inter- 
city traffic. This board has notified 
both parties involved hi the dispute 
that it will be in Los Angeles the 
early part of the week, and I have 
,no. doubt that a settlement will be

"The personality world is the last 


frontier." Thus did Dr. J. Hudson 
Ballard, characterize the field open 
to the psychologist in his lectme at 
the Monday evening forum at the 
high school. This lecture, entitled 
"Releasing Our Mental Reserves," is 
the first of three in "The Personality 
of Psychology." 


"The average human'being is not 


using more than 50 per cent of his 
available power," was a statement 
made by William James, one of the 


•'•Her American psychologists. Dr. 


.b. Tt? stated that it was still more 
true 
v, and then proceeded by 


numerou. ''ustrations to show how- 
under ceftala stimuli and in parti- 
cular environments individuals may 
rise to unimagined heights of mental 
and physical achievement. 


The power of the mental body 


over the physical body was stressed 
in the field of fatigue. A great deal 
of what was commonly called phy- 
sical fatigue was shown to be caus- 
ed mentally. There is no such thing 
as mental fatigue, however. Nerves 
seldom 
become 
exhausted, 
and 


Americans have a tendency to lay 
too many of their shortcomings to 
"nerves." 


Dr. Ballard in the latter part of 


' ' • lecture indicated a method by 
- . -ich an individual may release his 
.Cental reserves and so become a 
more highly efficient individual. One 
must first secure unification by elim- 
inating conflicts within his person- 
ality and become a unified individ- 
ual. He must next secure inspiration 
and lift himself to higher emotional 
levels when, energy will be released. 


Primitive impulses and instincts 


are alv. ays striving for supremacy. 
Repression of these is not the way 
out. They should be redirected to 
higher levels. In doing this the in- 
dividual secures sublimination in 
his mental world. Determination is 
another factor in a healthy mental 
condition. When the will is set to 
do a thing the prospects of its ac- 
complishment are much better. 


The final factor in releasing mental 


reserve is expectation. An individ- 
ual must have faith in himself, the 
world, his future, and success. This 
attitude sets a background in which 
accomplishment is more likely to 
flourish.

the topic, "The Driving Forces of 
Personality" on Monday night at j 
7:15 in the high school auditorium.

As we enter the winter of 1934-35, we find 


the banks in better condition than they have 
been since 1929, and in fact, the general bank- 
ing structure is sounder than it has actually 
been for twenty-five years. They were totter- 
ing into complete chaos eighteen months ago. 
But, like the individual sick unto death, it 
was an operation, a major operation, that was 
necessary. And now the patient is recovering. 


The most intelligent leaders in banking 


realize now that the government stopped dan- 
gerous hoarding when it called in gold and 
forbade payments in gold. They understand 
now that a liquidation on a panic basis was 
prevented. They realize that this major opera- 
tion separotffl the unsound from the sound 
banks, thereby making the sound banks 
sounder. 


There is a definite feeling that business is 


to take on a decided impetus with the passing 
of the election disturbance, and that next 
spring will see a revival that can be evaluated 
and understood by everyone. The country 
has been recovering, but it is now to take a 
few strides like a normal individual. It looks 
as if this statement can be made with sin- 
cerity. 


Federal barriers have been lifted against 


the flight of capital to foreign countries. This 
embargo, placed at the time that the United 
States went off the gold standard, was for the 
purpose of preventing credit from 
going 


abroad under panicky conditions, and was 
one of the most effective methods of stabiliz- 
ing credit in this country. 


The significance of the lifting of this credit 


embargo this week is not, however, thst the 
necessity for the regulation is no longer in 
emphasis, but that a definite policy against 
inflation has been decided upon. This, at least, 
is the opinion of the finance markets.

It 
does not matter what the ratio may be be- 
tween money and commodities, but the essen- 
tial thing is that buying power be stable, 
so that long-time planning can be entered into.
